American Insignia, comprising, first, decorations conferred by the United States Government; 
and by the different states and cities, for military service; second, the insignia—or badges of members and 
officers—of the various Military and Hereditary Societies, form a branch of American Numismatics which 
has not in the past received the attention it deserves. 

A collection of such Insignia should be placed where it would be permanent and accessible to 
students of Numismatics and of American History. 

Many of the societies which should be represented in such a collection have gone out of existence, 
and their insignia are now most difficult to obtain; others have adopted new designs, and the same diffi- 
culty confronts any effort to procure those that have been abandoned. In the future this difficulty will 
increase; other societies which are now active will die out, and as time goes on a collection of this kind 
will become of greater value and interest, and will be the means of preserving much numismatic history 
that might otherwise be lost. 

In the Spring of 1900 this Society undertook the formation of a collection of this kind, as distinct 
from its collections of other American medals, and it now has, in addition to the principal Government 
decorations, the insignia of a majority of the more important and many of the smaller active societies, also 
of a number of societies which have ceased to exist, Within the narrow limits to which it is confined, 
this collection, probably, has no equal. 

Being an incorporated body and the most important numismatic society in America, its collections 
are permanent; they will soon be displayed in its own fireproof building; it is, therefore, in a position 
to guarantee that any insignia that it may receive will not at any time go out of its possession and get into 
the hands of private parties. A large proportion of the insignia of military and hereditary societies in 
this collection were obtained direct from the respective societies, and it is hoped that societies, not now 
represented in the collection, which restrict the issue of their insignia to members only, will, in view of 
the facts stated above, waive that rule in favor of this Society. 

This Committee was appointed for the purpose of carrying on this work ina thorough and sys- 
tematic manner. Its success, has, so far, been most satisfactory, but there is still muuch to be accomplished, 
and it would earnestly request the co-operation of the members of the Society and of all others who are 
in sympathy with its efforts to preserve numismatic and historical records,
